IN “LITTLE INCH" 


LINE ON SUNDAY 


Another leak—the second in five 
days—occurred early Sunday m orn­ 
ing in the “Little Inch" natural gas 
pipeline 
near 
Davidsburg. 
York 
County, and the ensuing explosion 
rocked nearby homes. No fire re­ 
sulted. 
Residents said they heard a blast 
from the pipe at various times be­ 
tween 4 and 5 a rn. Officials of Texas 
Eastern Transmission Corporation 
reported the leak in the 20-inch pipe 
occurred at 4 30 a rn. 
People in the area said the initial 
blast—some said there 
were two 
blasts—could be heard 
for miles 
around and that it hook houses in 
the vicinity. After th at a noise de­ 
scribed as •‘rumbling” or “blowing” 
came from the leak for an hour and 
a half to two hours, they said. 
Near Previous Break 
The leak occurred on the farm 
of Daniel Morrison, East Berlin R 
2. along the Davidsburg Road near 
Mulberry. Morrison is the son-in- 
law of ‘Mr. and Mrs. Edward D. 
Steig. on whose farm the Wednes­ 
day morning break occurred, and his 
farm is adjacent to theirs. The two | 
blast points are ab^ut a quarter of 
a mile apart, it was reported.

The blast occurred in a wheat 
field where the grain had been cut 
m n Saturday. 
State police were keeping euri- 
oaity-seekers away from the blast 
area. 
In the Wednesday morning blast, 
escaping gas caught fire and burned 
for three hours, sending up flames 
which could be seen 15 miles away. 
T hat was the first recent leak re­ 
ported in the area.

W hite DDT still kills more d if­ 
ferent garden insects than any one 
prewar preparation, new form ula­ 
tions are now available which re ­ 
search workers consider even better 
than DDT. 
Aphids, or plant lice, which drink 
plant juices, are not all destroyed 
by DDT. though some are. L in­ 
dane, one of the new m aterials, 
wills all aphids plus the beetles, 
worms, 
leaf 
hoppers 
and 
flea 
beetles which DDT destroys. 
Lindane is a chemical refinem ent 
of a Germ an chemical im ported 
when the war ended. In Its original 
form it was handicapped by a bad 
odor, but this has been removed. 
Like DDT, lindane kills the insects 
which it hits and leaves a residue 
on the plants which is fatal to 
pests th at eat or walk on it. It also 
produces a vapor which is fatal to 
insects th at breathe it. 
Chloadane. another triple threat 
to plant pests, Is now recommended 
for destroying insects th a t are in 
the soil or crawl about on It. It 
destroys ants, cutworms, chiggers, 
wire worms and the like. 
All Purpose Dust 
A great convenience for the am a­ 
teur gardener is an all 
purpose 
dust, containing m aterials which will 
destroy both insects and fungous 
diseases which may attack plants, 
without the necessity of a diagnosis 
A duster can be filled with such 
a dust and kept handy. At the first 
sign of trouble in the garden, it 
can be used to cover the affected 
plants with a film of protective 
dust, before damage has been done. 
Sprays that give equal protection are 
also available, and can be used the 
same way. 
In application, a plant should be 
enveloped in a cloud of dust so 
that all leaf and steam surfaces are 


covered. Spray should be applied 
so th at the entire plant is drenched 
and there is a heavy run off. 
Experienced gardeners get to know 
the insects which every year a t­ 
tack their gardens. 
Aphids or plant lice. red. black 
but mostly green, often cling to 
the underside of leaves, or on the 
growing ends of growing vegetables, 
multiplying with amazing rapidity. 
Rotenone. purethrum , or nictotine 
dust or spray will kill them if used 
at* the fl^ t sign of their arrival. 
Striped cucumber beetles appear 
on 
young 
plants 
of 
cucumbers, 
squash and melons as soon as they 
start growing. A handsome yellow 
bu# 
with three black stripes, it 
infect« the plant with a wilt disease, 
as well as eating the leaves. 
Flea beetles are 
tiny 
flea-like 
fliers which bore small holes in the 
leaves of cabbage, egg-plant, and 
tomatoes. 
Leaf-h'ippers 
are 
Uke 
grass­ 
hoppers, one eighth inch long. which 
never stay put but swarm as you 
approach the beans they are feeding 
on. Lin lane and DOT kill them 
magically as they walk over the 
leaves en which there is an insecti­ 
cide residue. 
Squash bugs are reddish-brown, 
to black, three quarters of an inch 
long, which lay eggs in clusters on 
the under-side of squash leaves. 
The Mexican bpan beetle is the 
black sheep of the lady-bug family. 
It is coppery brown with 8 black 
spots on each wing foyer, and lays 
yellow e' g clusters on the under­ 
side of the bean leaves. 
Cabbage worms are hatched from 
eggs laid by white butterflies, and 
feed on cabbage, cauliflower, broc­ 
coli and kohlrabi. When you see 
the whi e butterflies, spray or dust 
the plants.

general suggestions are offered: 
It is easy to distinguish wood- 
eating term ites from 
ants. Tile 
winged 
ant 
has 
an 
extrem ely 
narrow w aistline, the winged te r­ 
m ite a heavy w aist. The two are 
unrelated. It is an error to refer 
to winged term ites as winged ants. 
The winged term ite is not the 
form that burrow s into wood. The 
latter is the larva or grub farm , 
the winged insect is the adult or 
parent. When the winged form s 
em erge to fly about in dense col­ 
onies they are actually m ating to 
sta rt new broods. Of course, m any 
die during these few hours but a 
sufficient num ber survive to ac­ 
count tor the 
am azing 
rate 
at 
which they m ultiply once they get 
into a com m unity. 
Again, rem em ber it is not the 
winged form that destroys sea­ 
soned tim bers. Only the whitish, 
sightless grub eats wood and it is 
rarely seen. 
To feed in the tim ber of a build­ 
ing the wood-eating larva m ust 
m aintain at all tim es direct com ­ 
munication 
with the soil — the 
colony in the ground. This com­ 
m unication is m aintained through 
earthen tubes which the larvae 
build from the ground Just above 
or near the nest to the lowest tim ­ 
ber in the building they infest. 
This Is by far the m ost im portant 
fact to know in successful term ite 
com bat or prevention. 
In m ost cases this tube is built 
up the inside wall of the founda­ 
tion or, if the building or som e 
tim bered part of the building is in 
direct contact with the ground, 
the larva enters the tim ber with 
a short tube or none at all. Many 
tubes are fastened to the base of

piers. 
W here there

The editor 
last week inspected a term ite-in- 
iested house w here no tubes could 
be found at all. Finally we located 
the sole m eans of entrance — up 
through a door fram e in tile rear

kitchen w here the 
winged form s had been seen. The 
door fram e w as the only tim ber 
in the entire house that rested on 
concrete directly on the ground.
